KENILWORTH CASTLE, Sept. 1S46. 


Warwick Castle and the Earl — Races and Fairs 


— Kenihcorth — Difference 
of Pronunciations 


among the low classes / and bad grammar — 
Causes of both, §-c. fyc. 


MR. EDITOR :— The walk from Stratford-tipou- 


Avon to Kenilworth is a very pleasant one. A 
few miles from the former lies the county town, 
Warwick, the seat of the celebrated' Castle ol 
that name. Warwick is a very old town, said to 
be of Saxon origin. The magnificent Castle is 
situated on a rock washed by the Avon. 
The 


date ol its erection is unknown, but supposed to 
be as early as the 12th century. 
Though so 


ancient, it is still a splendid residence, and from 
the representations of the people, the present Earl 
of Warwick revels in as much splendor within 
these three stupendous towers, and ivy-covered 
walls, as any of his noble line of ancestors. lie 
is a great horse-racer, and so also arc all the Eng- 
lish nobility and gentlemen. Races take place 
somewhere in the Kingdom every week, and are 
attended by vast crowds of the gentry and nobil- 
ity, who come from all parts of the country to bet 
and to dissipate. The Fairs, which occur still 
oftener, are the gathering places of THE PEOPLE. 
Ofcourse, in England, there is no commonground 
upon which the poor, and rich, and high, and 
low, can meet. They arc SEPARATE. There are 
no lyceuins, or lectures, or literary gatherings, at 
which ALL may come. But no, thanks to the 
past, there is one place, the Church, which ad- 
mits both alike : with this exception, I should 
have said that the English nobility and people are 
separate. The Earl of Warwick has a fine taste 
for the beautiful, and he has adorned his Castle 
with fine paintings, and collections of curiosities. 


Truly England is full of historic interest, for at 


no greater distance than five miles from the Cas- 
tle of Warwick is that of Kenilworth ; the one 
immortalized by Scott. Perhaps next to Wind- 
sor, there is no Castle in England so interesting 
to the visitor, and around which so many rich 
associations cluster. The description of it by the 
Teat novelist, is so well known and often read, 
that it would be presumption in me to attempt it. 
Though since the period of Scott's description, 
time and decay have done sad work with old Ken- 
ihvorth. The rich and beautiful ivy-vines that 
are clinging all around her once noble lowers, are 
insufficient to hide the ruin that is fast crumbling 
her. 
Yet still Kenilworth is a huge mass — there 


is no beauty of proportion, or harmony, but there 
is all the appearance of true sublimity and invin- 
cible strength. 
Who does not wish that Kenil- 


worth would never decay ? When I looked upon 
it, and saw the walls cracking and crumbling. 
and the stones just ready to fall, and desolation 
and decay every where visible, and all so sol- 
emn and quiet, the words of Scott occurred to 
me, that "the massy ruins of this Castle serve to 
impress on ihe musing visitor, the transitory value 
of human possessions."' 
The noble lake, on 


which the royal barges of the Virgin Queen \vere 
once accustomed to glide, filled with the gay 
courtier and fawning parasite, is nov.- a muddy 
marsh ; and the beautiful park, over which herds 
of deer once gambolled, is filling up with under- 
wood. 
The Castle is situated in a low, swampy 


forest, and the entrance to it is unpleasant. I 
doubt whether Queen Elizabeth would have 
walked down the same long dark and muddy- 
lane that I have done, to reach Kenilworth, even 
if Leicester himself was there. There is a far- 
mer, I believe, living in some part of the Castle, 
but nearly the whole of it is tcnantlcss and unin- 
habited. 
The splendid halls, and handsome' 


room?, that were once the abode of the great — 
and indeed the whole mansion, once the resort 
and revelling place of Queens and Princes, is now 
but a play-ground for dirty children, and :i gam- 
boling place for rats. 
"Thy glory has departed,'' 


might truly be written upon the walls of Kenil- 
worth, as far as the Castle irselfis concerned : but 
the interest and charm that cling around the very \ 
name ''Kemlworth," will live as long as England, ) 
or the English language. 
When Queen Eliza- I 


lieih was about to visit the Castle which she had I 
built for her favorite, Leicester determined that his, j 
royal guest should approach by an entrance over ] 
which no one had ever trod: so that he built a ! 
bridge andstoneway to one side of the Castle.— f 
Tlns^hows le-is signs of decay than any part of j 


i he Castle, as it was erected much later. But! 
even this royal pathway is yielding to the touch ! 


of age. 
Every thing around old Kenilworth. ! 


serves but to show how '-the glory of this world 
passctli away'"— the Castle, crumbling— the • 
roads almost overgrown— the parks, filling with 
wild weeds— the halls, deserted— and silence and ' 
desolation all around. Each Castlu that I have ' 
visited has impressed me with a different feeling, j 
Dover Castle has about it the air of conscious • 
strength and superiority, and the visitor readily 
acknowledges it. 
Windsor impresses one more ' 


with its proud attitude, and magnificence. 
Ken- 


ilworth is like an old man, bending with years. • 
and the stranger who has gazed upon it, cannot 
but feel sid, and thus it is with them all, each one 


is calculated to please a particular kind of fancy, 
and excite in the mind particular emotions. 


The traveller in England is often amused and 


astonished too, at the different pronunciations of 
different parts of the country. In a few days 
walk he will very often hear as many dialects. I 
have frequently met. and tried to converse with 
persons, whose pronunciation was so non-Angli- 
can, that I could not understand them without 
great difficulty. 
And not the pronunciationonly, 


but the phrases and idioms are different. 
The 


lower classes of English also speak much more 
ungrammatically than our lower classes. 
We 


never hear, even among the commonest in Amer- 
ica, such a coupling of nominatives and verbs, as 
these, for example : ''Be the horse done his hay" 
—"Her is going to market to-morrow"—yet the 
laboring classes of England speak in just such a 
style. 
The people of London and Oxford, and 


the educated and highest classes, speak just as 
Americans do. The causes, both for the differ- 
ent pronunciation, and bad grammar of the Eng- 
lish low classes, is very plain. They do not travel 
about, or have any intercourse or communication 
with any people but those of their neighborhood, 
hence whole communities must speak alike, and 
different from others. The cause of the other, is, 
next to the want of education, the fact that they 
never mingle in any way with those above them, 
except, perhaps, to receive a scornful look or 
taunt, and to give in return a muttered oath.

JVeiv plan of Courtship.—At a wed- 


ding, recently celebrated, were some 
twenty-five young persons, all of them 
in a condition which, for various reasons, 
they generally concurred in regarding as 
undesirable, viz., the unengaged.

The result was that the trial was made

eleven people were found to have made 
themselves happy, and theirseveral uni- 
ons were subsequently consummated. 


Ingenious and Practical.—A Mr. 


Jesse Fitzgerald, of this city, has con- 
structed the model of a cannon on the 
most curious principle. It is composed 
of a great number of sectional plates, 
(which can be made of sheet or boiler 
iron,) bolted together by bars of iron or 
steel running lengthwise through them, 
the whole being kept together by nuts 
screwed upon the ends of the bars, which 
protrude around the muzzle of the piece. 
A cannon of the size of the "Peacema- 
ker," formed in this manner, would be 
composed of about five hundred pieces, 
which, in case of emergency, could be 
taken apart in fifteen minutes, transpor- 
ted to any given point by a distribution 
of the plates to the troops, who could 
carry them with ease, and could be put 
together again in a very short period of 
time, each plate being numbered so as 
to take its proper place. 
A gun could 


be constructed in this manner, it is said, 
at about one fifth of the amount that the 
"Peacemaker" cost, and its peculiar for- 
mation would allow ihe expansion of the 
metal upon the discharge of the piece, 
without that risk of explosion which al- 
ways attends the use ofordnance, wheth- 
er of wrought or cast iron.
